You are among thousands who are now dreaming of building a new home . . . and your 
home will he different from any other, just as your personality is different from that of any other in¬ 
dividual. Although you may have a house in mind that is similar in appearance to that chosen by 
others ... in decoration, plan, siae and number of rooms, your house will soon take on a person¬ 
ality of its own, expressing that of you and your family. This is the American way of life. It 
cannot he fettered or standardized. 




Everyone cannot he an architect, engineer or designer, and in planning a home 
it would be folly not to follow the advice and take advantage of the skill acquired hy 
home-designing specialists through years of practical experience. This hook offers 
you many of their design suggestmns. Choose those that coincide most closely 
with your own ideals . . . your dream home. You will find these suggestions will 
save you incalculable time and money in crystallizing your ideas and preferences, 
yet they will inspire rather than limit the personal touches that will truly make it 
YOUR individual home. 
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The location of your home is of paramount importance. An understanding of the 
things to he taken into consideration in choosing your land is imperative to happy 
home ownership. 

Your choice of a location is good if it is near suitable schools, churches, recrea- 
tional and shopping centers ... if it has convenient transportaUon and adequate 
fire and police protection. Be sure that you do not build where there is an excess 
of smoke, dire odors, noise and unsightly areas. Avoid proximity to ponds, dumps, 
railroads, industrial areas or fire hazards. You will eliminate many headaches and 
heartaches if you make sure your lot has or is accessible to water, electricity, 
gas. telephone service, and adequate sanitary and storm drainage. If you con¬ 
template locating in a rural area, investigate possibilities for good well water, 
drainage, sewage disposal and utilities and check the costs on these items carefully. 

Buy your lot on a residential street, with paving, street lights and trees. If all 
necessary improvements are not installed, investigate the costs. 

It is desirable to build in a community where the properties are relatively new 
and well kept and where the homes are owner-occupied. Make sure that the area 
is zoned for residential building and that the zoning does not allow undesirable 
use of land. Stability of property values is supported by zoning and protective 
covenants. 

In general, it is best to locate in an up-and-coming neighborhood %vith planned 
facilities and utilities that are adequate and can be expanded to meet any 
reasonable future demands. 

In selecting a home site, bear in mind the size and type of dwelling that you 
intend to build thereon. This will help you to keep the proper relationship be¬ 
tween house and lot. as well as to plan the remaining areas. 

Check the soil. A lot on low ground may be wet and hard to drain, requiring an 
expensive earth fill. If already filled, be sure it does not contain rubbish, clay, or 
sand, which will make gardening difficult and will be a poor base for the founda¬ 
tion. 

Modern planning takes full advantage of sunlight. Sunlight is best obtained and 
controlled through southern exposure. In planning the location of your house, 
remember that large windows and glassed-in areas should face the sun and sum¬ 
mer breeze. A knowledge of prevailing winds in winter and summer should also 
be an important factor in your orientation plans. 

If the lot yoiT^i^^,^ mind has trees and other pleasant surroundings and views, 
your selection will be ideal. Large windows should fare the best possible view 
obtainable, and landscaping can jtaB|)rove any view and will give you an excellent 
opportunity to personalize the environmanljif your INDIVIDUAL home. 
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Tlie versatility of wood frame construction is very important to you in 
Imilding your individual home. Wood permits a latitude of individual expres¬ 
sion that is advantageous in accomplishing the results demanded hy you and 
your family.

A home of frame ronstniction conforms to any archilcetiiral style 
or design. Indeed, many traditional architectural styles are authentic 
onlv when expressed in wood. Vi hile the modern functional home has 
no pcrioil precedents, a basic wood structure may he comhine<l with 
other building materials for interesting effects.

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No materials entering into the eonstruetion of a home are of 
greater importance to over-all appearance ami protection against 
weather than the siding and roofing. 

^ For these reasons, and because they are fire-safe and mainte¬ 

nance free, asbestos-cement siding and roofing shingles are widely used 
by home builders. 

Once put on. they nee<l never he replaced because of deterioration 
from the elements. Asbestos-cement siding and roofing shingle.s be«*ome harder 
and stronger with the years. Ma<le from asbestos fibres an<l Portland cement, 
these products will not rot. rust, burn or disintegrate. 

Asbestos-cement roofing and siding products are produce»l in shapes, col¬ 
ors. and surface treatments «lesigned to impart an attractive and distinctive 
appearance. No initial painting nor subse<|uent preservative treatments are 
needed. 


Asbestos Siding 

There are two types of asbestos-cement sidings. One has the exposed surface tex¬ 
tured in wood grain or tapered line designs and the other has a smooth surface. 

Both textured and smooth surfaced asbestos siding may he obtained with either 
straight or wavy exposed butt lines. The textured type is available with a staggered 
butt line whi< h produces the effect of shingles applied in the “that<'h ' method. 

Most asbestos-cement siding is made in shingles 24 inches wide and 12 inches 
deep. When applied they are lapped 1 y2 inches at the head, leaving an exposed area 
of IOV 2 i^y 24 inches. Colors usually are gray, white or pastel.

All the qualities of a sound, weatherproof roof — permanence, incom- 
hustibilitv. attractiveness, and freedom from maintenance expense — are found 
in asbestos-cement roofing shingles. They contain nothing that will burn, which 
means lasting protection against roof-communicated fires. 

Asbestos-cement roofing shingles are made in four types: the American 
method, multiple-unit shingles, hexagonal and Dutch lap. 

American method shingles are laid in a square pattern in much the same 
manner as wood or slate .shingles. 

IVIultiple-unit .shingles are large units, equivalent in coverage to that given 
bv from two to five ordinary shingles. Vi hen applied, however, they give the 
appearance of standard si/.ed shingles individually laid. 

Dutch lap shingles are larger in size than conventional shingles and are 
lap|>ed both at top and one side. This method of application conser\es material 
and kee|is labor costs low. 

Hexagonal type asbestos-cement slungle.s are economical to use and give an 
interesting effect. Vi bile nearly square, they are applied in a diamond pattern 
and the overlapping of the top and bottom points give them a hexagonal or 
honeycomb appearance.

Select Trim and Other Colors 
for Harmony with Roof 




Color is the key to the exterior attractiveness of a modern home. The roof, in 
turn, is the key to a harmonious color plan. And asphalt shingles provide a pleasingly 
colorful roof. 

Asphalt shingles are available in a great variety of colors. Some colors are solid 
and others are soft, subtle blends of two or more basic hues. But no matter which 
style, solid or blended, they are colors which have been chosen after years of research 
and testing by artists and scientists. They possess beauty and charm, and they have 
practicality and durability as well. 

The roof performs the same function on the exterior of a house that a rug per¬ 
forms on the interior. When decorating a room, it is customary to let the rug govern 
the colors for walls, furniture, and draperies. Because of its prominence, the rug is 
chosen first. The roof is similarly prominent and should key the colors which are 
seen in relation to it. Choose the roof color first. 

After deciding on the roof color, select colors for other elements of the exterior 
— si<lewalls. shutters, window sash, trim, doors, doorsteps, outdoor furniture, awn¬ 
ings. flower boxes and even the flowers themselves. Choose these colors to match the 
roof, to blend with it. to contrast to it. or to accent it vividly. 

(’olor expresses the group personality of the family whose home the house is. 
Colors have psychological effects. There are gay, bright colors and there are colors 
which are rich ami dark. .A dark roof on a tall house makes it appear shorter, and a 
bright roof on a low house makes it seem taller. 

(Consider the desirability of a colorful roof, and consider these other advan¬ 
tages of asphalt shingles, too: (l) years of hard wear and reliable protection against 
the elements; (2) low first cost and low maintenance cost; (3) effective resistance to 
the constant hazard of fire; (1) ease of application; (5) suitability to architectural 
designs, anti (0) attractive textures and patterns.

Insulation has brought about greater comfort 
and better living conditions than any other single 
feature in modern home improvements. It saves 
enough fuel in a few years to pay for its entire cost, 
and w'ill give year 'round comfort and satisfaction. 
Insulation of walls, roofs, windows and doors pre¬ 
vents heat or cold, depending upon the season, from 
leaving or entering your home. 

Experts say that about one-third of the heat that 
is lost in the home is through the roof. There are many 
ways of insulating the attic to prevent this, and it will 
be a simple matter to choose the insulating material 
for both attic and walls that is best suited to the con¬ 
struction of your home. A few suggestions showing 
general types of insulation are shown here. 

Heat is also lost around doors. Weather strip¬ 
ping. double or storm doors will do a great deal to 
reduce this, and will also increase the temperature of 
the glass and lessen condensation of moisture which 
forms frost. They will also raise the temperature of 
cool air which moves down the window surface to the 
floor, again saving fuel. 

Weather stripping about windows will make 
them air tight and prevent wind, cold, dust or snow 
from seeping through around them. Highgrade 
weather stripping will last for many years and will 
pay dividends in comfort and fuel economy. 

Caulking is another feature that will stop air 
leakage around windows and door frames. Caulking 
compounds will stay pliable and can be used almost 
anywhere that a crack exists. Material of this kind 
has been perfected to the point that it will give with 
the normal swelling or shrinkage of wood or plaster 
due to heat and cold. It can be painted with ordinary 
paint and properly applied, will give no evidence of 
its having been used. 

In any type of insulation, it pays to buy the best 
and it should be fireproof or fire resistant. It should 
also be moisture repellent. Well chosen and applied 
insulation will not require replacement or repair for 
many years, and will be a continual source of 
gratification.

Concrete masonry can be placed in many 
pleasing and distinctive ways 

Concrete masonry construction is durable, eco¬ 
nomical and firesafe. .\nd there are literally scores 
of ways to give concrete masonry walls lasting beauty. 

few of the most popular and economical ways are 
shown at the left and below. 

A. A simple hut attractive effect is produced 
when the mason strikes the vertical mortar joints off 
flush with the wall surface and compacts the hori¬ 
zontal joints with a jointing tool. This emphasizes the 
horizontal joints and is perhaps the most popular of 
all treatments. Bold horizontal lines make the build¬ 
ing seem larger. 

B. This charming effect is one of several pat¬ 
terns known as coursed ashlar. It is achieved by using 
a course of 4-inch concrete block between every two 
courses of 8-inch block. In this particular case the 
horizontal lines also have been emphasized for extra 
beauty. 

C. No special treatment was used here. Stag¬ 
gered courses of standard concrete masonry tinils are 
an economical form of c«mcrete masonry construc¬ 
tion. Joints can he struck off flush or they can he 
toided before painting the wall. 

D. A »li>linctive pallern was ereateil with these 
standard concrete block by economically “scoring" 
each block with an electric abrasive saw. The result 
is a wall seemingly eomposed of varied size c«*ncrete 
block in an ashlar pattern. 

E. Many people like the unusual appearanee of 
stueco finishes. Four widely used textures are illus¬ 
trated in this panel: upper left, English cottage; upper 
right, Italian; lower left, spatterdash; lower right, 
travertine.

Concrete subfloors add stability and 
protection to your home 

A concrete subflnor is worthwhile for many 
reasons. It contributes to the firesafety. structural 
stability, security, low maintenance evpense and low 
annual coat of your house. 

Concrete subfloors have many other advantages. 
They securely brace a house and add great structural 
strength and rigidity to it/They slay firm and level, 
and prevent sagging walls and sticking doors and 
windows. 

There are many types of concrete subflonrs. 

W hichever type you choose you can select the floor 
covering you want — perhaps a different one for each 
room. For example, you may like linoleum (photo F. 
right), asphalt tile, rubber tile or ceramic tile in the 
kitchen or bathroom; hardwood or carpets for the 
living mom and Iwdrooms (photo C); beautiful ter* 
raaao for the reception hall; colored and scored con* 
Crete covered with carpels in the living room (photo 
II); plain, uncovered concrete for the basement or 
utility room. 

The underside of concrete floors ran be treated 
in varied and unusual ways. The illustration below 
(photo I) shows just one. The concrete joist is left 
exposed for a beamed ceiling effect. Ceilings under 
concrete subfloors may also be painted or plastered 
or left exposed to show the delicate tracery of grain 
and texture the wood used in tbe forms. 
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A careful study of the many uses of glass in your home will prove well worthwhile. 
It is one of the few products which offers both structural an<l decorative values, yet 
possessing transparency and translucency. 

There are several major types of glass and glass products, each designed for specific 

uses. 

We are all familiar with window glass. However, with the trend toward much larger 
w indows than formerly, more plate glass is being used. Wherever there is a large area to be 
glazed, plate glass is always preferable, because it possesses greater strength and visibility. 

Structural glass is a form of opacpie plate glass available in a variety of colors. It is 
an ideal material for kitchen and bathroom walls and it does not fade, craze or stain. It can 
be kept clean with a minimum of effort. 

Structural glass can also be used for fireplace surrounds, window sills, and shelving. 

Mirrors have always been an important item in the home. Up until recently though, 
few homes had the large structural type mirrors. Mantel and large wall mirrors should be 
included in the plans for your individual home. 

One of the more recent glass products for home use. is the double-glazed insulating 
window'. It combines the advantages of a standard window plus a storm window. Although 
insulating windows require a wider sash than ordinary windows, they are available in 
standard sizes and with factory-made sash. 

Wlien planning your home, you will discover many applications for glass. Built-in 
niches can be lined with structural glass and glass shelves used. Corrugated glass is ideal 
for partitions and semi-partitions. 

Double-glazed units are preferable for homes featuring large glazed areas. They are 

normally made of standard plate glass but 
can be had with special glass such as heat¬ 
absorbing, suitable for use in warmer 
climates. 

For the modern home with its extensive 
structural and decorative use of glass, there 
are many glass accessories which comple¬ 
ment it. For instance, furniture tops of plate 
glass not only add beauty but help protect 
it from damage. 

Even furniture made of heavy plate 
glass, is also available in both large and 
occasional pieces.

Once in place, insulating htiard ctmtinues to save money for the htmie owner 
by retlucing the fuel hill. Little heat escapes through walls ant] ceilings so naturally 
it takes a minimum of fuel to maintain the tle>iretl temperature. 

AX’all anti ceiling insulation also helps cut housecleaning costs. Dust anti dirt 
are nt>t retainetl by warm surfaces as much as they are by cold tmes. The interior 
walls of a rot)m t»r a house lined with insulating hoarti are much warmer than they 
wtniltl he without insulatitui. Very little dirt clings to the walls anti ceilings, so 
fretpient cleaning is nt)t required.

PANELING SUGGESTIONS 

It's easy to plan attractive paneling treat¬ 
ments with Douglas fir plywood. Just follow a 
few simple fundamental principles. 

For the mo>t pleasing effect when joints are 
to he visible, always w«»rk from the openings 
in a wall. W henever the distinctive grain pat¬ 
tern is to be preserved in the decorative treat¬ 
ment. selection of panels for pattern and ap¬ 
pearance prior to installation will assure the 
most pleasing overall effect. Fine up vertical 
joints with the openings, then divide the plain 
wall spaces into orderly patterns. One typical 
design treatment is shown below, with the pan¬ 
els placed horizontally. Note that vertical joints 
are at each side of top of door and at top and 
bollom of window openings. (Details A, C, E, 
ami G.) For economy, cover large areas first. 

Joints between panels offer no problem. They 
may be **\ecd.’' an inset moulding used, or any 
one of several types of mouldings may be placed 
over the joint itself.

Ceilings of ply¬ 
wood, too, may be 
applied in many pat¬ 
terns and given al¬ 
most any finish. 
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Almost any unusual, natural wood effect you desire can be achieved by 
using an appropriate hardwood plywood. It comes in many rich, natural colors 
from a very light mellow cream to a rich, lustrous reddish-brown. The wide variety 
of woods available from all parts of the world make it possible for you to choose 
from an almost unlimited selection of colors and figures. On this page are shown 
some of the effects easily obtained in using hardwood plywood paneling. At the 
right are reproduced some of the many warm, natural colors and figures available. 

A combination of different types of hardwood plywood can create charming 
and fascinating effects. When the stripes are placed horizontally they always appear 
much heavier than vertical stripes, and panels of light colored hardwood plywood 
appear even lighter when framed or alternated with dark woods. 

There is a considerable variation in the price of certain selected hardwoods 
an<l the cost as well as the general effect should be taken into consideration in 
choosing the species most suitable for your individual home. As a general rule, 
you will find that smaller hardwood plywood panels are the most economical.

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BLOCK — A relatively n«w form of parquetry, block flooring is particularly adaptable to 
formal surroundings and the more elaborate homes. The blocks, generally squares or 
rectangles, are laid in such a way that they form an attractive pattern. 




STRIP - Most versatile type of hardwood flooring, and by far the most extensively used, is the 
strip style. It is appropriate for any style of home in any price range. Like other types it boasts 
beauty, durability, comfort, ease of upkeep. 


For many years harilwood has been a preferred flooring material for American homes. 
Used in about 80 per cent of all dwellings in this country, floors of hardwood are recognize<l 
as marks of quality construction that add value and prestige t|i,a home. 

Hardwood flooring can he ohtainetl in various species atul gr^es a.s well as in several 
styles and numerous sizes. 

Oak is famed for its striking, natural beauty, durability, and ease of maintenance. In 
selecting it, one has a choice between white oak and reel. There is little difl^erence between 
them in coloring and little, if any. in serviceability. Among the di.ntinguislujpg features of 
oak are the attra<'tive grain patterns in both the plain-sawed and the quarten*.awed stock. 

Unfinished oak flooring is available in three standard grades of quarter-sawii^ stock and 
four of plain-sawed. The pre-finisluMl variety comes in four standard grades, fading is 
based chiefly on appearance. In all grades the wood is strong and long-wearing. 

Hard maple, like oak. is exce|»tionally hard and strong and has great resistj||nce to 
abrasion. While lacking the grain pattern characteristic of oak. it makes an excellent appearance. 

Beech and birch, also widely used, are quite similar in most respe«'t> and have^iany 
({ualities in common with maple. Pecan, last of the “big five** of flooring hardwoods^ is a 
durable wood which makes an attractive floor. Maple, beech and birch are produced inspire** 
standard grades of unfinished flooring, pecan in seven. Beech an<l pecan can he ohtainoi in 
one standard pre-finished grade. . 

Other hardw'oo<ls utilized for flooring include walnut, cherry, ash. hickorv and East 
Indian teak. Relatively scarce, they are considerably more expensive than the five species 
commonly used. 

Besides this variety there is a choice of three <listinct styles of hardwood flooriig — 
strip, plank and par<|uet. Block flooring, sometimes considered a fourth t>pc. actualh is a 
form of parquetry. 

Strip flooring, the most extensively used type, is in good taste for a dwelling in ailv price 
range. It harmonizes with any style of architecture. an\ decorali\e plan. As a general rule, 
moreover, it is the most economical buy. Available in several thickn«*»»*s ami widths, it is 
laid in random lengths. Either uniform or mixed wi«lths can he employed with plcae^ng results. 
Mo two strip floors are exactly alike. Each has individuality in character and hellutv of grain. 

Plank flooring, considerably wider than the strip, is particular^ apprtqipdate for ranch- 
l\pe houses, colonial homes and other dwellings where an atmosphere of c<»#.y infornialitv is 
desircjl. 

The most elaborate and expen>ive type, parquetry, is especially s|dtal>le for formal sur¬ 
roundings. Conventional par(|uetr> consists of short lengths of flooring laid individuallv to 
form a definite pattern. 

Block fhioring differs from conventional parquetry in that the |ueces are asstunhled into 
square or rc» tangular hloi ks at the flooring mill. The pi^es are held together by metal splines 
or other types of fasteners on the ha«'k or at the end«.

In planning; your individual home remember that color is a most imporlanl 
“tool.” Properly used it can create a most attractive and livable atmosphere that 
will be a constant source of charm and "ood living. 

It is atlvi.-iable. however, to use caution and obtain expert advice in its selec¬ 
tion because colors have certain tlynamic principles which influence or affect 
people both consciously and unconsciously. When proper colors are used they 
create a soothing ami relaxing atmosphere. On the other hand, inharmonious or 
clashing colors can induce nervousness ami irritability. 

As with other “tools.” the proper use of color ilepemls upon certain easily 
understood principles. These involve the use of warm colors in rooms facing 
north or cool colors in rooms with a southern or western exposure. These prin¬ 
ciples tend to “follow the sun” in color application. Following a general procedure 
of this kind in no way limits your individual taste or expression. There are many 
hues and tints in each color and a practically unlimite<l range of complementary 
col(.rs from which to choose. Use of light colors can make a large room seem 
cozier and conversely darker colors can make a small room look large. The 
scientific use of color also corrects some staitl ideas on decorating. I'or example, 
it is not essential that all walls in one room he painted one color. If a room is 
s<piare. for exam()le. ihe uninteresting proportions can be changed by painting 




one wall either lighter or darker than the others. Two rooms or areas can he 
tied into a functional unit by using either the same or a reversed color plan. 

Understanding the power of color opens new and attractive vistas for the 
modern home planner. 

Do not overlook the safety factor in wise application of color in the home. 
Top of stair treads to the cellar, for example, can he painted a bright yellow. 
W ater and steam pipes can he painted in different colors. In the garage, work, 
and h(dd)y rooms, paint can he used to induce and assist in good housekeeping. 

(finality is just as important in paint as in any other material usetl in the con¬ 
struction or decoration of your home. Be sure that y»uir color scheme is carrietl 
out with (piality paints that will do it and yourself full justice.

TImmp are literally scores of inotlern innovations in space, time and money saving 
conveniences that adtl so nnich to the elTiciency ainl charm of your individual home. 
Many pages could he devoted to this subject anti suggestions shown here are just a 
few among the more important. Outside cellar doors, for example, provide reatly 
access to the yard without having to pass through the kitchen or other rooms. Those 
illustrated are of metal and are weather proof, rot proof, and fire proof. They cannot 
sag and are immune to termites. Neat and trim, they hlend with any style architecture 
and can he used with any type of construction. They are usually made of copper-steel, 
or aluminum. 

Sliding doors with their space saving advantages are not only attractive hut they 
allow more efficient furniture placement, giving considerably more wall space to the 
ro(un. Choose reliable, standard, hardware and you may be assure<l of trouble-free 
|>erformance. The installation of a sliding door is now possible in a six inch wall. 

Accordion type closures such as shown on the extreme right are a modern means 
of making two rooms of one at will and for interesting and attractive closet <loors. 
They not only save wall space, but in some instances actually create more, and serve 
as an ideal background for furniture arrangements. 

Fireplaces have been from time immemorial regarded as the essence of hospitality 
and a symbol of welcome into the “charm circle,” The heating efficiency of the ohl 
fashioned fireplace, however, was indeed, a far cry from the modern heat circulating 
and fuel saving fireplace unit of today. Although it is completely hidden and can be 
used with any type of fireplace, this unit assures economical warmth as well as interest 
anil charm. 

A disappearing stair often is the answer to attic accessibility where a permanent 
stair may not be conveniently included in the plan. This feature makes otherwise 
wasted attic space as usable as any other in the house.

The disappearing stair is balanced for 
utmost ease of operation and is wide 
enough to allow comfortable carrying 
of bulky objects to storage space or up¬ 
stairs rooms. When not in use it is out 
of sight and the space that it occupies 
can be used for normal traffic. It is not 
oniy highiy desirable to utilise storage 
space but it is ideal to reach actual 
rooms that are in frequent, If not con¬ 
stant use. 
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Today, electricity performs many household tasks as well as lighting the 
home. The installation of the wiring system when your home is built will have a 
decided bearing upon tlie efficiency and convenience of the many electrical devices 
that have become necessities in homemaking. Correction of wiring deficiencies 
later is expensive and sometimes impossible, so it pays to plan the wiring of your 
individual home most carefully. Although you may have already established your 
present needs be sure the wiring is adequate for additional appliances and electrical 
conveniences in the future. 

Your electrical service entrances should have three wires. This makes possible 
115 volts for lights and small appliances and 2.50 volts for certain major equip¬ 
ment. The service wires should he at least number 4 AWG size for homes up to 
1500 square feet. This will assure adequate capacity for the most commonly used 
appliances now available. 

Provide for one general purpose bran<‘h circuit, of 15 ampere capacity for 
each 500 sjjuare feet of floor area. These circuits serve all lights and convenience 
outlets in living room, bedrooms, bathroom, hall and miseellaneous locations. 
Separating the outlets used for appliances in kitchen, dining and laundry areas, 
from light circuits improves the service to h«)th lights and appliances. l*rovide 
two or three appliance branch circuits of 20 ampere capacity. 

Many items of electrical equipment require individual circuits for proper 
operation. These include: range (40 or 50 ampere circuit, depending »ui model), 
furnace e(|uipment. (lishwasher-garhage disposer, automatic washer, home freezer 
and attic fan (20 ampere circuit for each). Electric water heater wiring must 


follow your electric utility’s rules. Bathroom heaters, clothes tiryers and hobby 
workshops require individual planning for the specific equipment selected. You 
probably will not install all of these at once, so have a few spare terminals in 
the distribution panel for future additions. 

Some form of fixed lighting in each room and hall is a must, if only for 
safety s sake. Control it by wall switches at the latch side of each principal entrance 
to avoid the risk of entering dark rooms. \ alance or cornice lighting provides soft, 
pleasant general illumination in living rooms, (.hoose ceiling fixtures which are 
unobtrusive, yet eflicient. ft)r other rooms. 

To avoi«l objectionable shadtiws, place a light over the kitchen sink, and one 
on either side of the bathroom mirror. Install lights at head and foot of stairs, in 
closets and in attic or basement space. Eights at each entrance, on porches, in the 
garage, and over the garage iloor make for greater safety and convenience. Thev 
also provide protection from prowlers. 

Space convenience outlets in living rooms and bedrooms so that extension 
cor<ls are unnecessary. Put them every 12 feet along large wall spaces, with one 
in every 3 foot or wider space between doors. Kitchens should have one for everx 
work counter, one for the refrigerator, with special types for the clock and 
ventilating fan. The plan on this page shows topical requirements for convenience 
outlets in each room. 

Be sure to obtain expert advice on an eflicient and coinenient electrical 
system. The sample layout shown follows rtM ominendatitms supplied h\ the National 
Adequate Vi iring Bureau.

INowliere in the lioiiKe is iiidividuality aiul personal 
taste more evident than in living room furnishing, deco¬ 
ration. and arrangement. It is this room that usually makes 
the most forceful and lasting impression on your guests 
and the one that has the most profound effect on your home 
life, even to the point of definitely affecting the personali¬ 
ties of the various members of your family. 

The trend today is toward living rooms that are to he 
lived in and the decoration, arrangement, and selection of 
furniture should be undertaken with maximum livability 
as their primary purpose. The frills and trappings of the 
old-fashioned “parlor” are definitely to he avoided, anti simplicity and comfort should be sought to the 
fullest extent possible, commensurate with the area of the room. 

On other pages there are many suggestions on arrangements, color, anti furnishings anti, while indi¬ 
viduality is the keynote of living room planning, perhaps those suggestions anti the rooms shown on this 
page wdll he helpful in stimulating ideas for you and your family. 

Your frequent pursuits will also have a bearing on your living room furnishing anti arrangement. If 
you frequently entertain at cards, convenience will dictate the necessity of having a standing card table 
and chairs. If you enjoy a fireplace anti are inclined to use it at every suitable opportunity the furniture 
grouping anti the actual selection of “fireside” furniture shoultl he in accordance with this tendency. 

If your living room has more than one view, its decoration anti arrangement shoultl he chttsen to take 
advantage of the better view. 

It is possible through a careful selection of furnitnre anti color scheme to create almost any effect 
you desire. Certain color schemes are restful and others are inclined to stimulate. For more informatitm 
on this subject please turn to page 62.

Planning your dining area to best advantage depends largely upon the dining 


habits of your family and the size of your home. If formal dining is the rule 


rather than the exception, a full dining room should he provided, if at all pos¬ 
sible. Smaller homes of today, however, often provide for other areas for dining 
in order to save or utilize to fullest advantage, available space. For example, a 
dining area is frequently incorporated in the living room, or adjacent to it. 

Whether you will have a full dining room or some other arrangement is 
made for full-meal dining, one of the most convenient, time and work-saving 
features that could possibly be installed in your home is the snack space. This 
is usually in the kitchen and may be a built-in nook, a standing table and chairs, 
or one of the many readily available snack bars. Sometimes when space is at a 
premium, one of the many types of bullnose counters, with stools, will suffice. 

Roomy cabinets for a dining room or dining space add attractiveness and 
provide adequate, compact storage for dishes, table pads, table cloths and napkins. 
They make table setting and serving far simpler and less time consuming. 

Dish and linen cahinets huilt into the wall are also very useful and save 
spare. The size and space of these built-in wall shelves and cabinets are limited 
only by the room area and your own personal preferences. The dinette, when 
an integral part of the living room, can he separated from it to some extent hy 
the use of movable china cabinets which serve as partial partitions, or break- 
fronts. In this manner you can unobtrusively maintain the identity of the dining 
area even though it is actually part of the living room.

Although the other rooms in the house may be regarded as “community 
property” this is certainly not true of bedrooms. Each bedroom is the per¬ 
sonal domain of its occupant, and every latitude should be given in con¬ 
forming to that person’s tastes and preferences. Even though the other 
rooms in the house may he somewhat formal in motif, if the boys want 
hunk beds, let them have them, by all means! If your teen-age daughter 
insists upon what might ordinarily he consitlered a rather unusual form 
of decoration, such as pennants, tennis rackets, ami photos, this should 
nut he too disturbing if that is what it takes to make it her individual room. 

A bedroom is much more than a place in which to sleep. It is often 
used for reading, writing, or just plain loafing, and it is extremely important 
to the individual who is to occupy it that it he as livable and as inviting 
as any of the other rooms in the house. 

In planning the bedrooms the location of windows and amount of 
wall space have a decided bearing on the proper arrangement. The use 
of twin beds in a relatively small room frequently presents problems, but 
arrangement and rearrangement can sometimes result in a solution. Often 
space can he utilized to advantage through built-in vanities, chests, and 
closets. 

For sound sleep a bedroom should be completely dark and as sound¬ 
proof as possible. This makes it imperative that draperies and closures he 
selected to keep out light and deaden sound. 

If a bedroom is frequently used as a sitting room, this fact should he 
kept in mind throughout its entire decoration, arrangement, and furnish¬ 
ing. Furniture is obtainable that would he just as appropriate in the living 
room as in the bedroom, which can be readily converted for sleeping at a 
moment's notice. 
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kitchen 


The hours that are spent in the kitehen are what you make them. 
That is why too murh care cannot he piven to its arrangement and 
decoration ... to save steps and be as pleasant, comfortable and enjoy¬ 
able as it is possible to make it. Personal tastes should be your guide 
when selecting colors, curtains and <lecorative schemes. The kitchen is 
distinctively yours. It refle<*ts your own personality. Make it a room 
you are happy to he in. and proud to show your guests. 

There are many ways of planning kitchen arrangements, but some 
major principles should be followed to save time and effort and allow 
greatest convenience — 

(1) Include counter tops or working space beside the sink, the 
range and the refrigerator. 

(2) Place the sink so that it is convenient to the range and 
refrigerator. 

(.3) Include a food-mixing center, beside the refrigerator pref¬ 
erably, or beside the range. 

Store foods and equipment nearest the place where thev are use<l 
— within arm's reach whenever possible. 

There are three kitchen layouts which are recognized as standard 
for efficiency, beauty and economy. One of these three should be easily 
adapted to your kitchen, regardless of its shape or size. 

The “I." shape KITCHEN. The three main work centers are 
veniently arranged along two walls, with the refrigerator nearest the 
entry door. 

The “U” shape KITCHEN is ideal for larger homes and fits in 
well with plans which include breakfast rooms and extra cabinet space. 
Many steps are saved through this arraiigenient --- everything is within 
easy reach, and more than ample storage space is provide<l. 

Vi hen only Iwd walls are available, the **('orridor” KlTt.HEN is 
the answer. This type of plan provides space for a table and <h»es not re¬ 
quire much walking or reaching. W hen more wall space is available, a 
luncheon-bar or desk may be adiled. Even if the two walls are m»t 
adjoining, a similar arrangement can be worked out. 
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Are there {irowinp rhildren in the family? Then inrliide a plare for 
their after-sehool snaeks; plan a spot where they ran visit with you at >our 
work. Is there a hahy, just learning to walk? Then have a play pen where 
he ran rlimh and rrawl under your watrhful eye. and yet be out of harm’s 
way. 

Do you and your husband entertain often? If so. you will want an 
extra roomy refrigerator, a range with adequate rooking spare, a large oven 
an<l broiler and an ample supply of hot water. 



Keep in mind. too. the added demands on your kitrhen when elderly 
people live in your home. 

And. of rourse. ronsider your own romfort. Plan a broad, pirture w in- 
dow above your sink looking toward a view, if there is one. Great advanres 
are being made. too. in the srienre of kitrhen ventilation. 

Perhaps you would like a Dutrh door with a top half that opens like 
a easement, designed with a convenient shelf for receiving groceries. Thi« 
is a good idea: so ronsider it. too. if you like it. 

Remember also that with a small radio on your menu-planning desk 
you ean tune in on helpful household programs or entertainment. 

An<l as for eutlery. a raek which is especially designeil to hold your 
rooking spoons, paring knives ami kitrhen knives is just another distin¬ 
guishing feature that ean make your kitehen serxe you. 

Open shelf spaee at the end of a eounter is mighty handy, too. for 
storing your toaster, waffle iron and mixer between uses. 



Yes. he as individualistie as your tastes and budget alh)w. even to 
painting the kitrhen red. if ymi like! Or if you prefer, make it a warm 
eanary yellow and remember, yellow is lovely for a kitehen that has north 
light. Or if you like a eool. seashell pink, remember that it is at its best in 
a sunny bright kitehen. 

All of the illustrations in this hook are designed primarily to give >i»u 
a wealth of ideas from whieh you will want to ehoose those vou reallv like 
— those lu*st adapted to your own needs. For. of eourse. you ean dream up 
a kitehen of your very own whieh will he just as efflrieiit. just as funrtionallx 
right, just as eharming as these, hut one whieh will also suit yt»ur own 
individual requirements — one whieh will truly express you.

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Be Hurc to provide ade(|iiate s^lorape npaee for neetled equipment near 
the point of use. (lahinets in modern kitehem* aetually provide more storage 
npaee than the old-fashioned pantry. 

Cahinets siioiild he arranged for easy aeeessibility to their eontents in 
relation to the various work renters of the kitehen. Cabinets plaeed in the 
preparation renter of the kitehen should provide for food storage, eanned 
and paekaged goods, special tlrawers for flour, sugar, and various utensils, 
mixing howls, eleetrie mixer, and pots and pans ordinarily used in the prepa¬ 
ration of food. This group should he near the refrigerator. 

Base units are eabinels that rest on the floor and whose tops form work 

counters. all cabinets are those above the work counters and along the 
walls. 

Near the range, the cabinets should he placed for storage of serving 
dishes and glassware, with base units for utensils useil in cooking. 

At the cleaning and dish washing center, that is. near the sink — a 
base cabinet shoiihl he provide<l for cleaning materials, garbage container 
and drawer for dish towels. 

A tall storage cabinet for storing brooms, vacuum cleaner, aprons, wax 
polisher mop, extra cleaning materials, with the upper portion containing 
shelves for extra applianees should be provided. 

Cabinets are available in almost every conceivable shape and siie with 
convenient arrangement for efficient storage. Many have slide shelves which 
are adjustable and may he raised or loweretl at will for full utilization of 
the storage space. 

An added convenience in cabinets which are use 4 l for storing glassware 
and dishes is the glass door, ('olorful dishes and glassware which can be 
seen add interest and individuality. 

The illustrations on these pages will give you many other time and 
step-saving ideas in kitchen arrangement. Study them carefullv. and you will 
find that almost any effe«*t ytui desire can he easily achieve<l.

It’s fun to work in a kitchen like the one at the upper left — plenty 
of storage space, plenty of working area with a nice hig picture window 
over the sink and every detail planned for your convenience and pleasure. 
The handy breakfast har could easily take care of most of your meals and 
it provides an ideal place for the youngsters to study their lessons or for 
mother to do her sewing. There is a good, big butcher board near the range 
with a solid edge where you can fasten the meat chop|>er. 

This kitchen and all the other suggestions in this book are to give you 
ideas! The kitchens shown are small and medium sized kitchens and maxi¬ 
mum utility and convenience with a minimum of space is the kevnote. 
Suggestions that are given on various kitchens illustrate<l here can be 
combined in countless other arrangements to bring you the utnio>t in 
convenience and pleasure. 

utility room 

The other two illustrations on this page are suggestions for utility 
rooms. The handier the utility room is to the kitchen, the better and more 
pleasant and convenient your work will be. If space is limiteil it is also 
possible to have some laundry equipment actually in the kitchen. Having 
it adjacent to the kitchen, however, is usually the ideal arrangement. 

Notice the elTiciency in the grouping of both laundry-utility rooms at 
the left. In the center illustration this room is just off the kitchen and the 
arrangement of the appliances in the bottom illustration is suitable for the 
first floor level or even in the basement as shown in the illustration itself. 

With the modern streamlined appliances that are available today the 
utility room can be just as attractive as the kitchen and the amount of work 
required to do your laundry is at an absolute minimum. There is no reason 
why the utility room cannot also he a sewing room and a general odd-jobs 
center and a temporary playroom for children, giving you an opportunity 
to keep them under surveillance over an extended period of time. 
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Earh attic presents a different problem, but de¬ 
signing attie rooms is one of the most fascinating 
activities in planning your future home. Literally, the 
sky is the limit, so far as attie rooms are concerne«l, 
and opportunities for furnishing an<l decoration are 
boundless. 

An attic room not only adds valuable living space 
to your home hut. if attractive and inviting, will auto¬ 
matically save w'ear an<l tear on other parts of the 
house. It will he an indoor haven for children, a retreat 
for privacy when the rest of the house is occupied, or 
will even afford additional income as a rented room. 

First of all, determine the purpose your attic room 
is to fulfill. It may he a recreation room, a play room for children, a bedroom or den. 
In any ease, your major problem is utilizing the space to fullest advantage. Sloping 
roofs often limit headroom, hut with projjcr planning, every inch of floor space can he 
utilized, an<l imagination plus good taste ean create a dream room that is se<'ond to no 
other in your home. 


Plenty of light and fresh air can be provided by 
dormer windows; and there are several types of insula¬ 
tion that will keep it cool in summer and well heated 
in winter. Place hetls or hunks under the roof slope, 
(lahinets. chests of ilrawers. hiiok shelves, window 
seats, and other hiiilt-ins should he designed with the 
roof slope taken into consideration. This will he a 
great space-saver and at the same time give the room 
a personality of its own. 

Your attic room should also have a half bathroom 
»ir powder ro»»m ami. if possible, a storage or clothes 
closet. This is especially important if it is to he use«l 
for a sleeping or guest room. 

Color and cheerfulness should be the keynote. A gay, brightly colored floor 
covering of your choice will serve as your basic color scheme, with curtains, slip 
covers, lamps, and nickmu'ks in harmonizing or contrasting tints. A wiile choice of 
wall hoard and other finishing materials is available, and the proper sehn'tion ean 
create any desired effect.

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The pleasure you will derive from your new home will dejiend largely on how- much 
it is adapted to your hahits and activities, so in planning your individual home he sure 
to consider carefully the work and recreational pursuits of your whole family. You will 
he surprised at how easily this can be accomplished. 

The home work shop, properly planned and arranged, will be a constant source of 
satisfaction and delight to the male members of your family, and its usefulness and 
essentiality are hevond question. Choose a light. «’heerful part of the basement or garage 
and i>lan its construction with an eye toward convenience, neatness, and safety. The first 
essential is a good, strong workbench, and plenty of cabinets and shelves for the storage 
of tools. It will soon pay for itself through the many useful things that will he produce*! 
in it. 

There are more gardens than ever before in our history, and many people have 
found that gardening provides enjoyment not only in the spring and summer hut all 
year ‘round. The basement is an ideal spot for the garden hobby room. A garden bed can 
be built in outside a basement window, enclosed in glass, and by leaving the window 
open, sufficient heat and air circulation will he provided. 

Here and on other pages in this book there are other illustrations devoted to recrea¬ 
tion rooms of various kinds and. of course, they may he adapted to w hatever recreations 
most of your family particularly enjoy. At the upper right is a suggestion for a nook that 
ran be converted into an excellent sewing space with plenty of cabinets to make it efficient 
and practical. Below are some suggestions for converting areas that are frequentlv wasted, 
into usable, step-saving rooms for the home handyman and host. 

These are only a few of the hundreds of activities that you may provide for through 
proper planning. A built-in drafting board for the draftsman, gun ami trophy cases for 
the hunter or fisherman, dark room for photography enthusiast, and card tables which 
fold into the wall when not in use. can all he providetl to keep your family interestecl, 
happy and contented at home. 






















































Wise bathroom planning will pay you dividends in con¬ 
venience, in beauty and comfort for years to come. If it were 
feasible, a minimum of two bathrooms would be recommendeil 
for any new home. The more bathrooms, the more expense, how¬ 
ever. and with careful arrangement a single bathroom may give 
double service. 

One way of providing “double duty” is with the bathtub 
and shower set off in a separate compartment from the lavatory 
and closet. Both units of a divided bathroom can be in use at 
the same time, providing privacy for each. In this way bathroom 
availability is double without additional fixtures or piping costs. 
Another way of increasing bathroom efficiency is the installation 
of two lavatories instead of one. 

If there is an entrance from the hall, the doors to the bath¬ 
room an<l the shower section can be closed, leaving the remainder 
for a powder room. 

Colorful fixtures, combined with harmonious planning, 
selection of materials for walls, floors and ceilings, will make 
your bathroom one of the most attractive rooms in the house. 
Almost any effect you desire can be achieved through the use 
of modern floor <*overings. Some of the new rubber and asphalt 

tiles can be used to 
good advantage, and 
inlaid linoleums may 
be purchased in a 
wide variety of de¬ 
signs and color 
schemes. These mate¬ 
rials may also be used 
on walls as well. 





W'aterproof paper as 


a wall covering may be used in combination with a painted ceil¬ 
ing, or walls and ceiling may he painted over plaster. 

The powder room, downstairs lavatory or half-bath as it is 
sometimes called, has become almost a necessity. A small room 
on the first floor, it is readily available to guests and saves un¬ 
necessary stair-climbing for your own family. If it is possible 
to have it near the kitchen or recreation room, so much the 
better. In some instances, powder rooms can be built underneath* 
stairs in space w’hich would otherwise be w’asted. 

If your bathroom is not large enough to have a separate 
shower stall, a shower over the tub will be quite satisfactory. 
In planning your bathroom, do not overlook the great con¬ 
venience and time-saving of a shower bath. Modern shower heads 
of good quality will allow mixing hot and cold water and will 
provide an even temperature throughout the stream. Many of 
them have thermostatic controls which will prevent any jiossi- 
bility of excessive temperatures. 

Bathroom accessories are not expensive and they offer so 
much, not only from a utility standpoint, but the color notes 
they provide add beauty and gaiety to the general appearance. 
Soap holders and towel racks are necessary and coh»rftil. Grab 
rails are not only attractive but are definite safety measures. 

If your bathroom affords enough space, a wall shelf will 
come in handy. Your favorite perfumes and lotions are too 
attractively bottled to be hidden. Use this feature to full ad¬ 
vantage by displaying them. 

A cabinet for storage of towels and other bathroom supplies 
must be taken into consideration. Properly designed, it will be 
inconspicuous and, with an open towel shelf, the color scheme 
of the bathroom may be further carried out in the towels 
themselves.

There was a time when a garage was considered mainly 
in terms of sheltering an automobile. This is still a most 
useful function, and in fact a necessity, yet the garage can 
perform many others as well. It can add so much to your 
convenience and to the value of your property through wise 
planning in connection with your pursuits and hobbies, that 
every consideration should be given to the designs that can 
be suitably adapted. 

In choosing your garage, bear in mind the appearance 
of your home and select one in harmony with its architec¬ 
ture. Also consider a breeieway. The present day trend is 
toward the wide, rambling effect and if your lot is large 
enough to accommodate it. a breezeway connecting the house 
and garage is a most economical way to achieve it. 

Number 549, is particularly suitable to ranch type 
architecture and it features an outdoor fireplace with a closet 
large enough to contain fireplace accessories and work cloth¬ 
ing. At the rear and on the inside of the garage, directly 
under a window, is a work bench. 

Number 545, a two car garage has had five feet added 
to its depth to provide space for tool or garden implement 
storage and a large porch as well. The porch may be screened 
or glazed as a playroom for youngsters and a protected work 
area for the home handyman. 

Number 555 is a one car garage with spare for storage 
or garden tools or a hobby room extending on out into a 
glazed, early planting room. 

Number 553 is a two car garage featuring a well-lighted 
and ventilated tool storage and work room.
